Mr.  Mayor,  Ladies  and  Gentlemen, 

I herewith  submit  the  Annual  Report  on  the  medical  aspect 
of  the  Yjorking  of  the  Fort  of  Folkestone  for  1956. 

During  the  year  the  regular  boat  services  have  been  as  follows

(a)  Dail3/-  passenger  service  'oy  French  steamer, 

Cote  D’Azur,  and  reliefs  'oy  British  RailY/aArs 
steamer  from  1st  Januar3?'  to  31st  December,  1956. 
(Outward  bound  service  took  Golden  Arrow  passengers.) 

(2)  Folke  stone -Boulogne.  (British  Railv/ays  steamers). 

(a)  Dail^-  evening  passenger  service  from  5rd  Fmie  to 
29th  September,  1956,  inclusive. 

(b ) Dail3"  morning  passenger  service  from  29th  June 
to  9th  September,  1956,  inclusive.  An  irregular 
service  (four  boats  a week)  was  in  force  from 
3rd  June  until  the  cojamencement  of  the  daily 
service  and  also  during  the  period  11th  to 

26th  September,  1956. 

Special  ezd-irsion  and  '’no-passport”  trips  were  also  run  to 
France  during  the  Summer  season. 


The  usual  cargo  service  v/as  maintained  to  and  from  Calais  and 
Boulogne . 

A total  of  629,593  passengers  pcssed  through  the  Port  during 
the  ’''ear;  this  figure  showed  an  increase  of  31,798  compared  wjith 
1955.

Prior  to  1956  certificates  on  Porm  Port  12  vjere  issued  in  all 
cases  ¥Jherc  the  alien  had  a medical  disability  (vjhich  might  affect  his 
ability  to  support  himself  or  his  dependants),  mental  illness  or 
pregnancy,  but  during  the  past  year  reports  vjere  also  issued  whenever 
an  Alien  came  to  this  countrjr  for  ijir^ical  treatment  (either  at  a 
hospital  or  else7;here,  privatel^r  or  otherwise),  had  a physical  defect, 
W8S  (or  suspected  of  being)  pregnant,  etc.  In  vievj  of  this  new 
proceduTe  lOS  certificates  were  issued  duTing  1956  compared  v/ith 
17  for  the  previous  year.  Of  these  108  aliens  23  were  landed  condition- 
ally and  19  not  permitted  to  land.  PTearlj^  one-third  of  the  certificates 
v;ere  in  respect  of  vdves  (mostl3’-  expectant)  coming  to  join  their 
husbands  who  7vere  alredd3"  working  in  this  countr3r. 

The  Aliens  continued  to  come  mainl37-  from  Svjitzerland, 

Austria,  German37‘  and  Prance. 

The  men  came  to  be  employed  in  the  tinplate  vrorks,  br ick37‘crds , 
iron  foundries,  tile  works,  hotels,  and  for  technical  and  professional 
emplo3^ment  with  firms;  the  v/omen  7>rere  mainl37'  domestics,  children's 
nurses  and  governesses,  assistant  hospital  nuTses,  7jard  orderlies, 
textile  and  factory  Y;orkers,  etc. 

In  view  of  the  stead37-  increase  in  the  number  of  Aliens  coming  to 
the  U.K.  for  emplo3n:iGnt  _it  is  m37-  opinion  that  each  Alien  coming  to 
reside  and  work  in  the  b.K.  should" be  in  possession  of  a certificate 
of  health  issued  in  the  countr3r  of  origin,  and  this  should  also  apply 
to  wives  and  children. 

A similar  view  has  been  expressed  by  the  Health  Committee  of  the 
Association  of  Municipal  Corporations  at  their  meeting  held  on  the 
14bh  November,  1956,  when  it  was  stated  that  7Jhilst  there  is  little  to 
indicate  that  the  present  system  is  menacing  the  health  of  the  country, 
for  the  most  part  the  views  expressed  strongly  favoured  the  introduction 
of  a compulsory  medicsl  examination  for  all  inimigrants  and  that  this 
exaiaination  should  be  carried  out  in  the  countr3'’  of  origin. 

Tv/elve  passengers  in  transit  were  medically  examined;  olovon 
were  medical  cases  and  one  a mental  patient.  A child  of  8 'rears, 
who  had  been  un'^//ell  7.'hilst  in  Prance,  \ms  in  a diabetic  coma  upon 
arrival  at  Polkcstone  and  immediately  transferred  to  the  local  hospital, 

A young  German  seaman  aged  19  3/cars,  vrho  v/as  suffering  from  sub- 
acute appendicitis,  vras  landed  at  the  Harbour  from  a^n  oil  tanker  which 
was  proceeding  to  the  Middle  East.  Arrangements  77GrG  made  for  his 
admission  to  the  Ro3^al  Tictorie.  Hospital. 

FollovJing  the  resignation  of  l!rs . D,  Summerfield,  S.R.N.,  C.M.B., 
V7ho  had  hold  the  appointment  as  Nurse -Attendant  at  the  Folkestone 
Ha^rbour  since  1937,  ilrs . L,F,  Brann,  S.S.A.N.,  was  appointed  as 
successor  and  comuienced  duty  on  the  1st  Juno,  1956. 


In  conclusion  I -rould  liko  to  oxpross  my  appreciation  of  tho 
officient  work  cerriod.  out  by  tho  Ivicdical  and  lursing  staff  at 
tho  Harbour,  and  also  to  tho  unfailing  and  offoctivo  co-oporation 
vath  us  of  tho  Immigration  Officials,  Customs  Officials  a^nd  Ships 
staffs.

Regular  passenger  hoats  are  met  'by  one  of  the  Medical  Inspectors 
and  the  luTse-Attendant , and  special  arrangements  made  for  other 
boats  carr3ring  aliens  to  he  met. 

Where  prior  information  has  been  received  (usualljr  from  the 
Inr.iigration  Officer  or  the  Ministry  of  Labour)  that  a large 
number  of  aliens  wes  expected  to  arrive  at  the  same  time, 
arrangements  were  made  for  extra  staff  to  be  present  in  order 
that  the  examinations  could  be  completed  mth  the  minimuia  of 
delay.

Ihe  aliens  arriving  to  take  up  employment  in  this  country 
continue  to  come  mainl^r  from  Italy,  Switzer lamd,  Austria, 

Germany  and  France .

The  men  were  mainl3’  for  employii:ent  in  the  tinplate  works,  brick 
and  tile  works,  iron  foundries,  hotels  and  for  technical  and 
professional  employment  v/ith  various  firms;  the  women  were 
mainly  domestics,  children’s  nurses  and  governesses,  assistant 
hospital  nurses,  W'srd  orderlies,  textile  and  factory  workers.
